SOME diseases can be prevented 
by such simple means that it is a 
pity if anyone ever becomes afflict­ 
ed with them. Simple goiter falls 
into this category; that is, we have 
the knowledge and the method for 
warding it off if only we would take 
the trouble to do so. 
The thyroid gland forms a secre­ 
tion which is necessary for regulat­ 
ing the speed at which the body’s 
basic activities proceed. This secre­ 
tion contains iodine and if enough 
iodine is not furnished the body, the 
thyroid gland tends to enlarge. This 
condition is known as simple goiter. 
It is most likely to develop during 
periods of strain, such as the ado­ 
lescent or maturing period. More­ 
over, studies have been mad# which 
show that the disorder occurs large­ 
ly in areas where the drinking water 
contains little iodine. 
Iodized Salt 
Thus, sine# we know the cause 
of simple goiter, the time of life 
and the geographic areas in which 
the hazard is greatest, its preven­ 
tion can be readily achieved mere­ 
ly through the routine use of iodized 
salt. Certainly, this usage should be 
encouraged, at least by young chil­ 
dren and adolescents, particularly 


Recently such a survey was mad* 
in England of almost 2,000 children 
between the ages of ll and 15. The 
children were located in four areas 
where the iodine content of the wa­ 
ter varied greatly. 
Doctors were instructed to deter- 
mine the state of the thyroid gland, 
according to the following tests:

Development of Goiter 
It was found that in those areaa 
where the iodine content of the wa­ 
ter was high, thyroid enlargement 
was rare. There would also seem to 
be some relationship between the 
hardness of water and the develop* 
ment of goiter. If the water ii hard, 
even though it contains iodine, goi­ 
ters still may occur. 
Simple goiter can be corrected fey 
taking iodine but a physician must 
decide the amount of iodine to ba 
taken and in what form. In practi­ 
cally all instances, the supplying of 
iodine in this way will cause the en­ 
largement of the gland to dear up. 
When there are lumps in tnt 
gland, the physician must decide 
whether there is a tumor growth 
present, in which case, of course, a
